DEBT POSITION. OKNERAL STATEMENT 


14. The balance of Government Debt on 1st A/.ur 
1352 F. WM Rs, 1 l,C2, to. No fresh loan was floated by Gov- 
ernment in 1852 F. but convcrsirjn of 6% loan 1852 F. and 
S|% loan 1832-62 into loan 1860-70 F. was olTered. 
Out of the total amount of 211,00 lakhs of these two loans, 
a sum of 195,00 lakhs was converted into 8')o Loan 
1860-70 F. During 1852 F. the repayment of nuitured 
loans amounted to Rs, 12,08. The bsilame of (fovern- 
ment Debt oii 80th Aban 1852 Fash, .sttKal at Hs. 9,62,00. 

15. During the previous year, expen<hliire 1*» meet the 
services of debt was Rs. 27,06 and represented *2% of the 
total revenue. During the yejir umler report tlie total 
expenditure to meet the serviees of iU-bt was Rs. 12,08 
against a total revenue of Rs. 11,98,99; thus the per- 
centage of expenditure on ser\i<*e of ileht to the total 
revenue was about 1‘09‘)(,, 


BALANCE. 

16. The following statement shows the actual ways 
and means position of Government month by month 
during the year under report : —

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Each District Treasury maintains balance of Rupees 
one iakh. Amounts in exetsb of liiis limit are remitted 
Central IVeasury. This limit lias now been relaxed 
on ai'C'onnt of iiuTcased demand due to war. 

The II}ih‘!'ai»;ul State liauk was formerly opened for 
business on •‘Srd Khurdud 1.151 F. ruder the Hyderabad 
Slate Bunk Art, the manaffeuunif oftJit' Currency Depart- 
ment and Ihihlii* Debt Sw'tion lias been entrusted to this 
Bank Sts tin Agent of Government. The Hyderabad 
Stale Bank eontrols the exehange transact ions between 
D.S. and B.ti. Rupees within the limits prescribed by 
Go\eriinienl. These limits v'tere narrowed down the 
maximum untl iiiinimum of Rs, 117 suid 116 mainly to 
protect the mtcresfs of Agrieiillurists in Uie Dominions. 
Exchange ruled steadily within these limits throughout 
the vear. The minmium of Rs. 116 for B.G, Rs. 100 was 
reuelied in Dai 1152 F. and (‘ontinued for ovct a month ; 
but the prescribed maximum of Rs. 1 17 was never touched, 
the liighest recorded rate being Rs. 116-12-0 for a few 
days in Shell re war 1152 F. Thus, by taking timely meas- 
ures to reguiati* (lucluations in rates and by narrowing 
down the limits, (iovernmtmt have succeeded in controlling 
exehange within a narrow margin of about 12 annas and 
with the full ecj-operation of theH)derabad State Bank 
and other Hanking institutions operating in the State, 
it IS hoped tliat (‘xeluinge will soon be stabilized almost 
near the standard rale of Rs. 116-10-8.

SUMMARY OF GENERAL FINANCIAL 
POSITION. 

17. In taking stock of the financial^ position of 
Government three faetcers generally require attention. 
The first is the capacity of revenue to meet demands on 
it for running the administration and providing the funds 
necessary for amortisation of various debt liabilities of 
Government. The strond factor is the size of the debt 
and the productiveness of the assets created out of bor- 
rowings. I’he Ifdrd factor is the existence of reserves 
lo fall back upon in times of necessity. Having regard to 
these faelors, the position of H.E.H.’s Government is 
reviewed brielfy below. The review does not take into 
account the \'arious physical assets of the Government, 
such as lands, buildings and roads, the value of which 
cannot be properly assesseil. 

The Revenue realised during the year was more than 
the expenditure on Rev'cnue Account and resulted in a 
surplus of 1,42,56 as against the anticipated deficit of 
2,18,30. 'fhe surplus would have been larger but for 
rse in expenditure on account of war and high prices 
of commodities, This surplus budget considerably im- 
proved the ways and means position of the Government.

The first impression that one gatliers from the state- 
ment given above is thal Government have been under- 
estimating the rtreipt^ and expenditure under Debt 
Heads and that is vh\ Uk' pereentage of variation is so 
high. Tiie reason tftr this, however, is not imder-esti- , 
mating, hn\ is G due rnainl) to peculiar svstem of bud- 
getting udopled for Debt fft'uds. Guder this system 
imteaii ol tiving tfie estimates of reeci])ts as well as dis- 
bursements under each iialiudiml head, the practice has 
heeti to see the net dtirerenec between Receipts & Dis- 
burst'nient under Debt Heads and providea net figure in the 
Budget estimate, in the Accounts, however, actual 
receipts & dishursements arc shown which cannot obvi- 
ously h(‘ cooijiared with the estimate of net incomings 
A iiei outgoings. Tins system has now been changed 
and Budget estimates for Ittoi F. are being prepared for 
both Receipts and Disbursements.

5. ruspent Imlauees of grants were credited to 
Deposits to avoid lajise of grants. 

0. Payment of salaries and allowances were made 
to the nienihers of the establishment without pre-audit 
and debited to MisetRaneous Advances.

JJ8. It may be mentioned that almost all offices 
misunderstand the funetion of local audit. They think 
that the object of local audit is to periodically visit their 
offices for rectification of errors committed by them 
which is not correct. The object of local inspection is to 
inspect and report to Gpvernmcni as to how far disbur- 
sing officers and their pbordinates (lischarge their func- 
tions in accordance with rules and regulations and to 
guide them. This docs not absolve disbursing officer 
from the responsibility imposed upon them by Ckjvcrn- 
ment of correctly maintaming their accoiints. Ingenious 
methods are sometimes adapted to avoid the opemtiou 
of rules. In order to prevent the reeurreiice of such irre- 
gularities personal responsibility is fixed by audit in its 
report and a system of higher audit has also l>een intro- 
duced to check extravagance and wastage of public money. 
The Dowra Branch is also being strengthened so that 
local test audit may take place more frequently.

This is being rigidly incul- 
eateil b\ \udit. 

i{eeo\<r!es of \arious kinds of Taecavis distributed 
Ihroiigli flu agency of the Revenue Department and 
AgrietiUm-il Department, etc., are not being classified 
aeeordiiig to the nature of taecavis, and the rate of inie- 
rest chargu! on them with the result that it has become 
almost impossible to -work mil correct balances of princi- 
pal and interest under em-li kind of taeeavi. It was
